- Victorious Germany would coun-

hardly even a bare possibility that 
@ Germany and America could ever be

into your history, and to watch the 
trend of events in this war ‘so far 
to become convinced that the pos- 
sibility does not exist of the inter- 
ests of America and England, which 
touch on countless more points than 
America and Germany clashing. 
“Quite aside from the possibility 
of clashing commercial interests, it 
is most doubtful if England, jeal- 
ously claiming, as she does, the ab- 
solute dominion of the water, will t 
look with particular pleasure at the 
growth of the great American navy; 
and it is most probable that America 
will both want and have a big navy 
in the future.

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INEW SUBMARINE | 
CAN STAY UNDER 
WATER 100 DAYS 


Danger of Chlorine Poison Elim- 
inated in L8, U. S. Inventor 


Announces. 

NEW YORK, April 13-—It was an- 
nounced today that a new form of 
storage battery made for the United’ 
States submarine L3,s under construc- 
tion at the Portsmouth (N. H.) navy 
yard, will do away entirely with the 
chief danger now existing in: the opera- 
tion of submarines—chlorine poisoning. 
Other improvements are claimed for 
the new battery, among them being the 
lengthening of the vessel’s under-sea 
cruising radius to 150 miles. 


It is claimed that in addition to elim- 
inating the peril of poisoning, the sub- 


days without danger of asphyxiation 
to the crew. 

Miller Reese Hutchison, chief engi- 
neer at the Edison plant in Orange, N. 
J., who made the announcement, said 
that the danger of chlorine poisoning 
was eliminated by the substitution of 
a potash solution for sulphuric acid, 
now used in the batteries. The potash, 
he said, would purify the air in the 
submerged vessel, absorbing the car- 
bonic acid gas exhaled from the lungs. 
The lead lining of the hard rubber bat- 
tery jars, Hutchison said, also would 
be dispensed with. The only metals 
in the new batteries will be nickel and 
steel. The batteries have been tested 
for two years, it was stated.

REINDEER MEAT LIKELY 10 
BE PUT ON AMERICAN TABLES 


Alaska Now Has G5 Herds With a 
Total of 57,872 Antmals; 980 Native 
Ogrners Share Pfofits. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Reindeer 
meat may soon make its appearance on 
the American table as the result of ef- 
forts now being made by the Depart- 
ment of Interior.through the Bureau of 
Education to introduce it into the con- 
tinental United States. It is said to 
possess a flavor as fine, almost, as 
that of venison. 

Heretofore virtually the entire supply 
of reindeer meat was needed for home 
consumption, but recently there has 
been such a surplus that Government 
officials had decided to ‘open up this 
industry for the Eskimo natives. The 
meat has appeared on the menu in din- 
ing care of transcontinental ratlroads 
and is said to have met with instant 
favor. 

At present there are 6 herds of rein- 
deer in Alaska, aggregating 57,872, an in- 
crease of 22 per cent in the last year. 
From the sale of meat and hides, 989 
native owners last year received an in- 
come of $77,934. 


KANSAS EARS DRINK MOVIES 


Censors Forbid Pictures Showing 
Hilarity of Drunken Men. 

TOPEKA, Kan., April 13.—Hilarity of 
the wine supper, glittering scenes of the 
barroom and meanderings of the old town 
ddunkard will have no place in the mov- 
ing pictures shown to Kansans while 
the State film censors are at work. 

The censors began their duties today 
and a film containing pictures in which 
a young man at a New York cabaret 
drinks *wine from a dancer’s slipper 
while she sits on his lap, was the first 
one to be classed as unfit. Five other 
films were censored because of barroom 
and gambling scenes. The only drink- 
ing scene admitted was of a man who 
drank from a wineglass at his dinner. 
One in which a drunken man appeared 
was stricken out.

AUTO IN COUNTY 
NOT IDENTIFICD 


Coroner Finds He _ Lurched 
Against Wheel Guard of 
Machine. 


CALLS DEATH ACCIDENTAL 


Testimony Shows . Man May 
Have Tried to Jump on 
Behind Machine. 


County authorities have been unable 
to establish the identity of a man who 
lurched against the rear wheel guard 
of an auto on the North and South road, 
near the Manchester road, at 11:2 
o’clock last night and was killed beneath 
the wheels. Marks upon the guard indi- 
cate the man was struck by it and that 
he had not been hit by the front of the 
car. After hearing the testimony of 
A. F. Williams of 6153 Vernon avenue, 


who was driving the car and A. L. 
Moore of 3918 Olive street and H. C. 
Ostertag of 2940 Palm street, who were 
passengers, Coroner Bopp decided death 
was accidental. “Three women ho 
were passengers in the car were not 
questioned. 

Williams said he was driving south 
upon the North and South road about 100 
yards north of the Manchester roaa 
when he felt something scrape along 
one side of the car and the next mo- 
ment felt the rear wheels bump over 
something. 

He said he was positive there hai 
been no one in the roadway in front of 
the car. The other men in the car 
also felt the bumping of the rear 
wheels. The auto was reversed and the 
man was found lying in the roadway. 
He died while being carried to the sa- 
loon of Joseph Vorce. Men in the sa- 
loon said that the man had stopped 
there a short time before the accident 
and taken two or three drinks. 

The man was unconscious from the 
moment he was picked up. He appeared 
to be a laborer about 45 years old, about 
5 feet 6 inches tall and weighing about 
140 pounds. There was no money in his 
pockets ang not even a label or laundry 
mark upon bis clothing. He wore three 
pairs of rs and a blue shirt. 

There ig a large brick yard near the 
scéne of the accident where sometimes 
as many as 100 menre given* tempo- 
rary employment, but none of the work- 
ers there today could remember hav- 
ing seen the man who was killed. 


PLAYER’S AND KINSEY'S PAY 
$8000 UNDER NEW CHARTER 


Increase of $3000 Uphéld by City 
»- Counsellor; Old Delegates to Ask 
for Aldermanic Salaries. 


City Counsellor Baird gave an opinion 
today to City Auditor Sheehan to the 
effect that Comptroller Player and Ed- 
mund R. Kinsey, President of the Board 


of Public Service, are entitled under the 
new charter to salaries of $8000 yearly, 
instead of $6000, as formerly. In view 
of this, each of these officers today,re- 
ceived a check for $1760, the amount due 
under increased salaries from Sept. 1 to 
April 1. The opinion stated that the 
new charter makes such radical changes 
in the work of the two officlals as to 
amount to new offices and also that the 
increase was authorized by an appro- 
priation ordghance. 

Hearing of this decision, several mem- 
bers of the old House of Delegates de- 
cided to apply for salaries of $10 a 
month as Aldermen instead of $3 a 
month, as under the old charter. James 
B. Conroy presented a payroll made 
upon this basis to the auditor. 

The auditor has not ruled as yet upoz 
this effort to collect salaries as Alder- 
men. The total payroll presented for 
the Delegates is $24,562.61. This includes 
$3% for Andrew Gazzolo, who was 
Speaker of the House until December. 
If the Delegates obtain payment upon 
the basis of Aldermen they will get 
$895.83 each.

BEFORE ELECTION 


Republican City Chairman Was 
Notified on April 5 of Tran- 
saction With Bank. 


URGED DUTY UPON WOMAN 


After Victory He Demanded 
That Mrs. H. B. Clark Tell 
of Deed of Trust. 


Although Republican City Chairman 
Johr?’ Schmoll, according to authorita- 
tive information obtained by the Post- 
Dispatch, was notified of Frederick’s 


crooked transaction .with the Night and 
Day Bank on Monday morning preced- 
ing the election of April 6, and was told 
that Frederick would have to sign a 
resignation before the fraudulent col- 
lateral would be delivered to him; 
Schmoll himself refused to take the 
responsibility of exposing Frederick, but 
three days after the election demanded 
that Mrs. Howard B. Clark and her 
mother, Mrs. Anna Weinheimer of 6170 
McPherson avenue, make the exposure. 

Had Schmoll made public the facts 
which were in his possession tWe day 
before the election, Frederick probably 
would have been defeated, instead of 
being elected by a majority of more 
than 22,000 votes. Schmoll wag with 
George B. Webster, attorney for the 
bank, and also attorney for the Repub- 
lican City Committee, when the notice 
of Frederick’s fraudulent transaction 
with the bank was given to him. Web- 
ster was present when Frederick’s res- 
ignation was signed. 

Tells of Meeting Schmoll. 

Mrs. Clark told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that when she went with her 
mother to the city hall last Friday to 
investigate Mrs. Weinheimer’s deeds of 
trust, she was met in the Recorder’s 
office by former SWteriff Louis Nolte, 
a brother-in-law of William H. Hau- 
schulte, who renewed the $3500 deed of 
trust for the Goessels, after Frederick 
had been paid off. 

“Mr. Nolte conducted us first to the 
office of Assistant City Counsellor 
Daues,’’ Mrs. Clark said. ‘After Mr. 
Daues had examined the deeds of trust 
he said that the Mayor must be in- 
formed immediately. Hé ran out of his 
office with my deeds of trust in his hand 
and I ran after him trying to get them 
back. In the Mayor’s office I met Mr. 
Schmoll. I did not know then that he 
was Republican city chairman. 

“After he had heard the facts, he 
said: 

‘“ “Mrs. Clark, you have got to expose 
this man, Frederick.’ . 

“IT asked him why I should expose the 
man, and told him all I was interestea 
in was getting my money back. 

“You Must Expose Him.” 

“*You owe it to the public to ex- 
pose him,’ Schmoll said. * 

“I told Mr. Schmoll that I owed the 
public nothing; that I merely wanted 
to get the money due on the deeds of 
trust.’’ 

“*Oh, but you must expose him,’ Mr. 
Schmoll continued, ‘the public must be 
informed about this.’ 

“I said that if there was any exposing 
to be done, that Mr. Schmoll ought to 
do it himself. I did not wish to let the 
facts. become known at that time, but 
was practically forced to do so.”’ 

Chairman Schmoll is president of the 
Tower Grove Bank, at Grand avenue 
and Juniata street, and resides at 3626 
Utah place.

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FREDERICK GOES TO 
MUNICIPAL COURTS TO 
ARRANGE FOR HIS BOND 


Wife and Detective Accompany Him—Sits Up 
Nearly All Night With Detectives— 
In Another Collapse. 


A. H. Frederick, accompanied by his 
wife, his son-in-law, H. F. Hunter, and 
his lawyer, Henry Kortjohn, and ‘under| 
guard of a detective, left Kortjohn’s of- 
fice in the Mefrchants-Laciede Building 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon,.and started 
in an automobile for the Municipal 
Courts Building, to arrange for bond for 
Frederick’s release. 


nearly three hours before the departure. 
Kortjohn telephoned to the Circuit At- 
torney’s office, shortly after 2 o'clock, 
that bond would be arranged’ within a 
short time. Circuit Attorney Harvey has 
insisted on $10,000 as the amount of the 
bond. The party arrived’at the Munici- 
pal Courts Building at 2:16. 

An hour before his departure from his 
home, Frederick suffered a :.ervous col- 
lapse, and he was unable for a time to 
start downtown in the limousine which 
the attorney had sent out 

Frederick, in conversation with his at- 
torney, indicated he expected bail to be 
furnished for him by Henry W. Kolk- 
schneider, a brewer, who led the opposi- 
tion to thé central parkway and who es- 
poused Frederick's candidacy for the 
presidency of the first Board of Alder- 
men. 

Detectives, upon orders from Circuit 
Attorney Harvey, began their surveil- 
iance of Frederick shortly after the lat- 
te? returned hdme yesterday afternoon 
{from St. John’s Hospital, where he had 
been in seclusion since Saturday eve- 
ning. Two detectives were conatently 
on duty in three relays, so that six dif- 
ferent detectives were with Frederick 
during the night and this morning. 

Two detectives, the first to arrive at 
the Frederick home, stayed from 6 to 11 
Pp. m., when they were relieved. They 
were met at the door by Attorney Kort- 
john, to whom they explained their mis- 
gion. Kortjohn took them to a rear room 
on the second floor, where Frederick, 
fully dressed. was lying upon a bed. 


Frederick appeared extremely nerv- 


Frederick was in his lawyer's office}- 


cus at frst. Kortjohn introduced the 


detectives to Frederick, who shook 
hands with them, saying he was glad 
to see them. Kortjohn -explained the 
detectives mission to the family. In 
the house, besides Frederick and Kort- 
john, were Frederick’s wife, daughter 
and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. H. F. 
Hunter of’ Milwaukee,’ and two boys 


The family objected to the presence 
of detectives in the house, and Kort- 
john telephoned Circuit Attorney Har- 
vey, who personally instructed the de- 
tectives he would hold them person- 
ally accountable for Frederick’s cus. 
tody. One detective agreed to wait out- 
side, but the other remained constantly 
at Frederick’s side. 


All the while Frederick kept urging 
Kortjohn to get into communication 
with Kolkschneider and arrange for 
bond for him, so0 the detectives could 
take their leave. Kortjohn insisted 
bond could not be arranged until morn- 


ing, and Frederick appeared to be dis- 


appointed. 


“I have instructed Mr. Frederick not 
to discuss his case with anyone,” At- 
torney Kortjohn told Detective Kaiser. 
The latter promised not to try to in- 
terrogate Frederick. 


Mrs. Frederick became more and 
more excited and finally, Kaiser report- 
ed, the situation became so awkward 
that Frederick suggested a game of 
penuchle. Mr. and Mrs. Frederick and 
a Mr. Wines, a neighbor, started to play, 
inviting the detective to join them. The 
detective declined, saying he did not 
know the game.

Mrs. Weinheimer was stunned when

Greeting to Reporters. 
The detectives were made welcome, 


one of them said, except that Mrs. Fred- 
erick said she thought one enough. They 
replied that both had been sent there 
on orders, and that they hoped they 
would not be asked to remain outdoors. 
She made no further objection. 

Reporters who knocked on the door 
this morning seeking information, after 
finding that the: doorbell had apparently 
been disconnected, were confronted by 
Hunter, who angrily bade them “Go to 
bell.”

Voter’s League Recommended 
Him as Against Men Backed by 
Party Organization. 


HEARD OF BANK DEAL 


Organization Then Recom- 
mended Curlee for Election; 
Other Forces Backed Winner. , 


The nomination of A. H. Frederick for 
President of the Board of Aldermen in 
the primary election, March 12, marks 
one instance in which the people tri- 
umphed over the politiciana—or, ia oth- 
er words, broke the politicians’ ‘‘slate.”’ 

There were many influences which 
contributed to the nomination of Fred- 
erick. He was not supported by any 
member of the Republican City Commit- 
tee, the strength of that organization 
being divided between Louis P. Aloe, 
member of the Board of Freeholders 
that wrote the new city charter, and 
Henry W. Blodgett, former United 
States . District Attorney. 

Frederick was recommended for nom- 
ination by the Municipal Voters’ 
League, a voluntary organization which 
recommends candidates at each State 
und municipal election; the Independent 
Voters’ League, an anti-Catholic organ- 
ization; the Republicari City League, a 
voluntary organization; the Taxpayers’ 
Protective Federation, headed by Hen- 
ry W. Kolkeschneider, and another or- 
ganization known as the Independent 
Republican Committee. 

League Considered Two Men. 

The Municipal Voters’ League operates 
by sending letters to all the candidates 
for office, requesting them to furnish 
full information about themselves. They 
are requested to answer questions as to 
their age, education, business and offi- 
cial experience, and to give the names 
of three men as references. Letters are 
scnt to the persons given as references 
asking them for information as to the 
character and business standing of the 
candidate under investigation. 

The League, in the consideration of 
Republican’ candidates for President of 
the Board of Aldermen, confined its 
discussions principally to Aloe and Fred- 
erick. Members of the League say that 
ac that time there had been no intima- 
tton of his traffic in fraudulent deeds 
of trust. He had served two terms as 
Fresident of the Board of Assessors, 
and also on many commissions for the 
assessment of damages in which the city 
was one of the litigants. 
~Aloe’s excellent work as a member of 
the Board of Freeholders was strongly 
urged in his favor by members of the 
Executive Committee. The committee 
was almost evenly divided between Aloe 
and Frederick, but the point that influ- 
enced tke committee to indorse Freder- 
ick was that Aloe, during the election 
last fall, was made to appear as the 
campaign manager of Judge Karl Kim- 
mel. There had been public criticism of 
Judge Ktmmel’s career as Judge of the 
Munticipal Police Court. 

The league refused to indorse Freder- 
ick for the genéral election, but indorsed 
Francis M. Curlee, his Democratic op- 
ponent. The league had received infor- 
mation about the Mechanics-Americar 
Bank transaction, and made an investi- 
gation which resulted in the indorse- 
ment of Curlee.

Has Genuine Document— Several Deeds 
Marked Released, Not Canceled. 


An elderly man appeared at the Re- 
corder’s office a little before noon with

made anxious inquiries. The deed was 
found to be genuine, but it was marked 
‘‘r&leased by A. H. Prederick,”’ although 
the deed was not canceled. The man 
appeared greatly agitated, walking up 
and down in the corridor. He refused 
to give his name.

It was mada 
March 2, 1912, by the Jessie Morris Real- 
ty and Investment Co., a Frederick cor- 
poration, with M. Fernich, a Frederick 
employe, as trustee and W. E. Dearth, 
another Frederick employe, as third 
party, It was released Feb. 2, 1913. 

Another man appeared with five Fred- 
crick deeds, sent for examination by 
Cashier A. H. Pinkel of the State Bank 
of Waterloo, Ill. Three of these were 
found to be all right, but two of them 
were marked released on the record, 
but were not canceled. 

One of the two was for $2200 on Cook 
avenue property, city block 3737, \gde 
by Esther Ellis, with Morris Fernich 
as trustee and W. E. Dearth as third 
party.

There is a new (bump) concrete (jolt) 
automobile driveway on that section of 
Gravois road (big bump) extending from 
the end of the Cherokee car line to a 
point a mile beyond the city limits. This 
(hold on tight) road is the most direct 
route (man‘overboard) to the Sunset Hill 
Country Club, which will be a favorite 
resort of automobile owners when the 
spring and summer (thankyemum) social 
season opens. 

Great hopes were built on the new 
driveway which was planned ultimately 
to extend all the way to Sunset Inn. Au- 
tomobilists who have tried the road have 
found that other things besides hopes 
also were built on it. 

Road Still Ig in Sectio ss. 

The road was constructed in sec- 
tions, but sectional feeling must have 
been running high at the time. Each 
section seems to be pursuing a pol- 
icy of its own, without*‘the aid or 
consent of any other nation. They are 
in agreement only on one point—the 
free and unlimited’coinage of bumps 
at a mileage rate of 16 to 1.

The rods originally were 
a quarter of an inch thick when 
they were set in the ground less than 
six months ago, but in places they 
are now worn down almost to the 
thinness and sharpness of razor 
blades, making them a seri@us men- 
ace to automobile tires. 

In building the road 
rods were placed in the ground be- 
fore the concrete was poured in. 
Their purpose was to prevent the 
road from slipping,’ as it had only a 
clay base and to take up the contrac- 
tion and expansion due to changes in 
temperature and thus prevent fhe 
concerte surface of the road from 
cracking. A coating of pitch was 
placed over each steel joint. 


In many places this pitch has worn 
off or has melted away under the 
moderate heat of the early spring 
sun, thus leaving the steel binders 
exposed.

This stretch of road, 5600 feet long and 
20 feet wide was built on the petition of 
August A. Busch, Harry B. Hawes and 
George S. Johns, who have. country 
homes near the Sunset Hill Country 
Club.

No Apology for His Books. 
Only 6 years old, and looking young-

‘I saw from the po- 
litical’ coristellation of Europe that war 
would be forced upon us, .and- that it 
was inevitable, and that as far as we 
were concerned, unavoidable. I pointed 
this out in plain language. I wanted to 
arouse our people to a realization of the 
fmperative necessity for properly arm- 
ing and preparing as defensive meas- 
utes. I believe that I did my country a 
service. Have the much-talked-of things 
that I wrote of come true? 

“We didn't want this war, despite all 
that has been said to the contrary 
abroad. I’ve never advocated nor writ- 
ten of an aggressive policy toward En- 
gland.” 

War a Terrible School. 


Gen. von Bernhardi denied that his 
books. had done Germany more harm 
than good, or that few people in the 
country were of his mind. ..‘‘It has been 
disproved by many letters I have re- 
ceived,’ he said. He admitted that his 
books had had _ greater circulation in 
America and England than in Germany, 
and that they have been used as propa- 
ganda against Germany.

That 
i86l was not the beginning of a war for 
the highest principles of human free- 
dom, by which the entire world benefit- 
ed? 

Refers to Seizure of Panama. 


‘Could the moral principles involved 
in your wars have been lasting and fit- 
tingly settled in any other way? Your 
seizure of Panama was justifiable only 
on the ground that the future interests 
of the American people are higher and 
greater than the abstract principles of 
international law.’’ 

“Is this the last great war?’’ I asked 

“No; but the wars become less fre- 
quent and the causes and grounds 
against war become more and more 
idealized.”’

China. He was of the impression that 
America and Japan will sometime come 
to a clash though he is not one of those 
who believe that a great war between 
the yellow and white races is near. 
Speaking of the difference between En- 
glish and German colonization, Gen. von 
Bernhardi said that England is more 
inclined to exploit her colonies, especial- 
ly India and the Far East, where her 
people live as they did hundreds of 
years ago, while American and Ger- 
man colonization, although on a com- 
mercial basis, is more cultured, and does 
more to advance, uplift anu improve thea 
living condition of the natives. 

He indignantly denies that the famous 
passage in his book—“Groups of Ger-

The German Govern- 
ment, therefore, enters the strongest 
protest against a measurewhich is con- 
trary to international law and sees it- 
self at the same time regretfully com- 
pelled immedfately to execute the repris- 
als announced by it and subject to simi- 
lar harsh’ treatment a corresponding 
number of English army officers, ‘who 
are prisoners of war. 

“When, moreover, the British Gov- 
ernment sees fit to remark that the 
German navy, in cgntrast with that 
of the British, failed to rescue ship- 
wrecked men we can only reject with 
loathing the insinuation that such a 
rescue was possible for German ships 
but was willfully neglécted. 

“The undersigned begs the Ambas- 
sador to convey this information to 
the British Government and to also 
take steps to secure for the members 
of the American embassy in London 
an opportunity personally to inquire 
into the treatment of German sub- 
marine prisoners at present and to 
report concerning the details of their 
lodging, maintenance and employ- 
ment. 

“Further proceedings regardng the 
British officers who have been pro- 
visionally placed ‘under officers’ ar- 
rest will depend on the treatment of 
the German prisoners.” 


BRITAIN 10 PAY

Prices That Would Have Been 
Received in Hamburg for 
Food to Be Given. 


LONDON, April 13.—The British Gow 
ernment has agreed to purchase the car- 
go of the American steamer Wilhelmina 
and to compensate the owners for loss. 
An agreement to this effect was reached 
today between the W. L. Green Commis- 
sion Co. of St. Louis and the Govern- 
ment, m 

The Wilhelmina, an American steamer, 
sailed from New York for Hamburg, 
Jan. 22, with a general cargo of food 
products. She was taken into custody 
by the British marine authorities when 
she was compelled to go into Falmouth 
because of damage suffered in a gale. 

Under the agreement of today Great 
Britain agrees to pay the price the own- 
ers would have realized on the cargo; 
had it gone to Hamburg and also to 
compensate the owners for the loss re- 
ceived in consequence of the ship being 
stopped. 

A referee to be named by Walter H., 
Page,. the American Ambassador, and 
Sir Edward Grey, the British Foreign 
Secretary, will determine the total 
amount of the payment due to the own- 
ers. The transfer of the cargo will take 
place as soon as this referee has been 
agreed on. The owners will unload the 
cargo and deliver it to the British Gov- 
ernment. The ship herself will then be 
free to proceed immediately, as there is 
no action against her.

CHANAK-KALESSI (Dardanelles), 
March 13.—(Written five days before the 
battleships Bouyet, Irresistible and 
Ocean were sunk in the straits.) The 
first phase of the efforts of the Britis 


and Freneh to force the Dardanelles 
demonstrated that this task is far more 
difficult than was supposed at first, ac- 
cording to Turkish opinion. The heavy 
bombardments on Marc and 7 of the 
defense works near this town and Kalid 
Bahr, as well as the futile attempts to 
clear the channel ef mines the night of 
Merch #44, dhow Mat the waterway 
tramp the Mediterranean to Constantino- 
ple fs better defended than British and 
French authorities may have thought. 
For the last six days the works giving 
entrance to the inner Dardanelles have 
not been bombarded and during the last 
two nights no serious attempt at mine 
clearing has been made. 

While it is true that the allies have 
succeeded in silencing the forts of Kum 
Kale and Sidd-El-Bahr, and two posi- 
tions of minor importance near there, 
it would be fallacious for the allies to 
assume that this had lessened material- 
ly the proportions of their task. The 
positions at Kum Kale and sidd-E1-Bahr 
were reduced easily because it was pos- 


| 


sible to take them under enfilade fire.. 


In addition a slight advantage in range 
made it possible for the British to throw 
so great a weight of metal into these 
forts that almost from the first there 
was little chance that the Turks could 
hold them. 

Allies Gained Little. 

But the allies have gained little by 
this thus far. Today Turkish infantry 
holds the ground about the silenced bat- 
teries. An attempt by the allies on 
March 4 to occupy Kum Kale and Sidd- 
Hl-Bahr ended in a rout of the landing 
party, of whom 70 or 80 »were killed in 
action and others drowned. The losses 
of the Turks were: At Sidd-El-Bahr, 
four killed, 14 wounded; at Kum Kale, 
two killed, 21 wounded. : 

The landing party of the allies was 
supported by a heavy fire from the Brit- 
ish ships which ventured so close to the 
shore that even their machine guns 
could be brought into play. Two other 
attempts to land troops met with no 
greater success. 

Meanwhile the expenditure of ammuni- 
tion by the French and British has been 
prodigious. The Associated Press cor- 
respondent has been able to ascertain 
himself that it has led to small results. 
On March 6-7: the allies threw into Fort 
Medjidieh and other works about KIlid- 
Bahr no less than 854 shells, most of 
them of the largest caliber, without do- 
ing any serious damage. Only one man 
was slightly hurt by a flying clod of 
earth. Shells thrown in the direction of 
Fort Hamidieh on the Asiatiz shore near 
this town proved equally harmless. As 
the result of about 800 heavy shells and 
over 700 lighter projectiles thrown into 
Fort Dardanus during the last two 
weeks One man has been killed and one 
severely wounded. The damage to the 
fortifications Consists in the bending of 
® small armor plate which for a long 
time interfered with the manipulation 
of the piece whose crew it protects. 
Allies Fired More Than. 4500 Shells, 

The Associated Press correspondent 
estimates that during his stay in the 
fire zone the British amd French have 
fired more than 4500 shells at the posi- 
tions. On the whole, the fire of the 
British especially has been well direct- 
ed, taking the artilleryman’s point of 
view. 

Whatever success the British and 
French have attained so far is at- 
tributed here to the longer range of 
the heavier guns and the fact that, un- 
molested by the Turkish gunners, owing 
to a shorter range of the pieces in the 
forts, they have been able literally to 
cause a rain of shells. The, ships never 
anchored, but kept circling about and 
when the shelis from the Turk forts fel] 
at all nedr, lost no time in getting out 
of range. In spite of this, the Turkish 
gunners. have made some very good 
scores in the last 14 days, obliging four 
of the allied vessels to undergo ex- 
tensive repairs. 

In the main the fire of the allies has 
been rather scattered and unmethodical. 
The ships entér the bay north of Kum 
Kale and Sidd-El-Bahr and usually be- 
gin to fire in all directions. For this 
the batteries of the Turks are responsi- 
ble to @ great extent. Bach day the 
British vessels discover that the pieces 
have shifted from the point where it 
was thought they had been silenced on 
the previous day. : 

No sooner are the British vessels with. 
in range than an avalanche of shells be- 
gin to fall close about them. This neces- 
sitates first of all that the batteries 
must be found and an attempt made to 
silence them. In this manner the allies 
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[shells fell wild. 


‘tant, the dense.bank of black smoke 


While the Queen Elizabeth, 
cone of England’s largest ships, threw 
shells over the peninsula, a Turkish 
heavy battery also took up indirect fire 
and the German gunners of the Turk- 
ish battery obliged the British vessel 
to withdraw in a damaged condition. 
Before that the Turks had discovered 
that a surveyor’s notice on an elevation 
900 feet high was serving to direct the 
fire of the Queen Elizabeth. The sign 
Was promptly removed and ren the 
It is thought here 
that the German officers and noncom- 
missioned persons are largely responsi- 
ble for the showing made by the Turk- 
ish batteries. 

Kum Kale and Sidd-El-Bahr have 
been silenced, but with their elimination 
the problem before the allies has been 
merely brought nearer, according to 
the opinion of efficers here. Moreover, 
the silencing of the forts near this 
tcwn and Kilid Bahr, across the strait, 
would mean that but part of the wor 
had been done. / 


Bombarded fer Two Hours. 


For two hours—hours. that seemed 
very long—the hilisides fronting on the 
Dardanelies resounded on March 7 with 
the crashing thunder of a bombard- 
ment, the greatest effort se far made 
by the allied fleet to silence some of 
the many forts located in and to the 
south of this place, and Kilid Bahr, on 
the European shore. : 

The bombardment started about 12:15 
in the afternoon and continued until 
shortly after 4 o’ciock, and for two 
hours of that time explosion followed 
explosion so closely that it was difficult 
to separate the detonations from the 
reverberation of the preceding ones. 

When, shortly after 12:2 o’clock, the 
Turkish batteries in Hamidieh and Med- 
jidieh forts added their quota of noise 
to the bedlam, the very foundation of 
the ancient shores of the Hellespont 
seemed to rock and sway. 

Out on the horizon, 14,000 yards dis- 


hovered, from the folds of which leaped 
tongues of fire. Around Fort Hamidieh 
black columns of earth and smoke rose, 
and the slopes about Fort Medjidieh 
and the other works of Kilid Bahr were 
at times entirely envetoped in the dense 
fumes of the exploding shells of the 
British. 


Bright Sunshine Over All. 

Dozens of waterspouts, propelled sky- 
ward by the force of the exploding pro- 
jectiles, stood in the strait between 
Chanak Kalessi and Kilid Bahr. Over 
it all lay the bright sunshine of an 
ideal spring day. 

Together with one other American and 
two foreign correspondents, the Associ- 
ated Press correspondent had found cov- 
er behind a deserted artillery epaule- 
ment, about 500 yaras from the Hamid- 
leh battery and 200 yards from Kale 
Sultanie. At 11:30 in the morning the | 
danger signal had been hoisted on the 
tower of Kalesultanie.

The Turkish and German gunners in 
the fort had been wafting for the op- 
portunity for seven months, as they 
expressed later. From behind ‘the 
traverses covered with the greenest of 
£rass rose suddenly four columns of 
fire, followed by as many balls of red- 
dish smoke, and through the air 
shrieked four large shells. One of them 
exploded not more than fifty yards 
ahead of a British veagel, another fell 
® little short amidships, a third dropped 
astern the craft and the fourth ‘fell a 
trifle behind the. third. 

For a moment it seemed that the ves- 
sel had been hit. A shout went up from 
the men in the fort. Right there and 
then the observation work of those in 
the discarded epaulement ended. A salvo 
from the British vessel spread danger 
broadcast. 


In front of the heap ef earth behind 
which the correspondents had taken cov- 
er rose a large column of sand, water 
and smoke. The air was filled with the 
deafening crash of the explosion, with 
shrieking, moaning, howling fragments 
of the shells. Other shelis followed. Two 
of them hit the ground between the 
epaulement and the earthworks of Fort 
Hamidieh. Another struck behind a 
large building east of the Kale Sultanie 
Tower. A fourth fell in front of the 
‘correspondents’ \ observation station.” 


.| Two more landed near Fort Hamiedieh. 


The roof of the barracks building in 
the yard of the fort was partly wrecked. 


Meanwhile, the Hamiedieh batteries 
had fired again. As if angered by this, 
the British returned a salvo with in- 
terest. Shells fell in and about the fort 
without doing material damage. The 
noise was ear-splitting, despite the faet 
that as a precaution the correspondents 
had stuffed.wads of cotton into their 
ears. 


Engagement Becomes General. 
The artillery engagement was now 
general. Three of the long-range pieces 
in Fort Medjidieh barked industriously. 
Fort Dardanus was heard from, but its 


‘| gunners were driven into cover by a 


terrific cannonade. Fort Medjidieh con- 
tinued to show bad temper,.and Fort 
Hamiedieh fired another volley. 


From the turrets of the British and 
French vessels leaped sheets of flame. 
The air was full of crashing thunder. 
Violent air currents seemed to drag at 
the correspondents behind the disused 
epaulements, lumps of sand and bits of 
fractured steel and copper fell every- 
where. In the yards of Kale Sultanie 
the window panes danced to an odd fal- 
setto tune of their’own making—some 
of them parted company with their 
frames. The foundations of the earth 
trembled and’*the rare moments when 
no detonations could be heard were 
full of a strange silence, an absolute 
nonexistence of noise. 

Men were under cover, either awe 
stricken or fascinated to the point of 
gelf-oblivion by the terrible spectacle 
and the ravens inhabiting the old tower 
of Kale Sultanie had gone to other 
parts. 

So murderous became the fire of the 
British and French ships that the corre- 
spondents were obliged to leave their 
station and take refuge in the tunnel 
portal of old Kale Sultanie, where the 
presence of a large stock of ammunition 
boxes made delaying unpleasant. 

The allies later concentrated tl e#ir fire 
on the Kilid Bahr works and Fort Med- 
jidieh, wrapping at times the entire 
mountains in clouds of smoke and dust, 
the fumes from the exploding shells, 
carried northward by a gentle breeze, 
showing in separate strata. 

Gradually the gunners of the ships 
seemed to lose the precision which had 
marked their earlier efforts. Soon the 
shells fell wide of their targets, At 
4:10 the last shells dropped into the 
Ivardanelles between Chanak Kalessi and

Some Go Too High and Some 
Too Far, While None Does 
Any Damage. 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., April 13.—The 
long-expected bombardment of Mata- 
moros, Mexico, by Villa artillery, began 
today, and the direction of fire and com- 
parative accuracy of the marksmanship 
brought distinct relief from fears for 
the safety of Brownaeville, Tex. 

One three-inch field piece opened the 
bombardment and later a second gun 
joined in. About two dozen shells were 
fired up to noon. The cannon were hid- 


den in the bushes about a mile and a 


half-from the trenches. west of Mata-) 
jmoros, The first 


few shells went too’ 
high, some of them passing completely 
over Matamoros before exploding, while 
four of them detonated clese to Mata-| 
moros roof tops, without, however, dam- 
aging the city. One shell exploded near 
the American consulate. The direction 
of the fire was such that, no matter 
how far the cannon overshot, the shells 
would not carry into Brownsville. After 
a few minutes the Villa artillerymen got 
the range, dropping several shells near 
the trenches. 
Follows Carranza Sortie. 

The cause of the cannonading was a 
sortie of about 1500 Carranza cavalry- 
men and infantry, who, early in the fore- 
noon, poured over the 12-foot embank- 
ment of the Western intrenchments and 
started toward Las Rycias, the head- 
quarters of Gen, Jose Rodriguez, com- 
mander of the Villa forces, four miles 
distant. The Mexican end of the inter- 
national bridge was closed-and a tight 
censorship put en Matamoros. Appar- 
ently, however, the sortie was for the 
purpose of capturing some of the Villa 
cannon in the woods about half a mile 
west of the trenches. There was heavy 
fighting in these woods. Outside of

Then, from the internation 
bridge, the Carranza forces were seen 
returning toward their trenches. Their 
retreat was leisurely. A dozen rideriess 
horses were observed, also three or four 
wounded carried on horses. The rear 
guard, however, brought no wounded, 
and its actions indicated the Villa cav- 
alry were not pregsing it closely. 
Spectaters Kept Back. 

Col. A. P. Blocksom, commanding the 
post here, stationed himself on the in- 
ternational bridge during the cannonad- 
ing. Cavalry patrols held spectators 
back about a mile on the average from 
the ground where bullets might be ex- 
pected. 


A range finder on the bridge indica- 
ted that the Villa field pieces were fir- 
ing from a position about two miles 
from the bridge. The direction of their 
fire was such as to send the shells in 
a line between a quarter and a half mile 
from the bridge on the Mexican side of 
the river.

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RAID ON LID CLUBS. 
CURTAIN LECTURE 


President McPheeters of Board 
Told Chief and Captains They 
Must Do Full Duty. 


CITED CASES OF NEGLECT 
Salaries Not Earned ‘‘Merely by 


Walking Beats and Swinging 
Clubs,’’ He Said. 


The unusual activity on the part of 
the police in raiding lid clubs Sunday 
was explained today when it became 
known that at the meeting last Satur- 
day, attended by President McPheeters 


of the Police Board, the Chief of Police 
and the 14 district Captains was a “‘cur- 
tain lecture’ by President McPheeters. 
He had the Chief and his district com- 
manders ‘‘on the carpet’ for riearly an 
hour and he left no dot in their minds 
regarding the purpose of the meeting. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter learned the de- 
tails today of what transpired. 

“The department has fallen into a 
rut,” President McPheeters said, “and 
it must wake up. The Police Board 
wants results and it is up to you men 
to gee that we get them. 

“The other night I saw a Sergeant 
and patrolman standing near one of 
the downtown safety ‘zones when an 
automobile approached. They stepped 
back to the sidewalk to let the ma- 
chine pass and there was not a single 
light burning on that car. Perhaps 
¢t was without a license for all I 
-neow. There was no light by which 
the license tag might have been seen. 
-. that Sergeant and patrolman al- 
lowed the driver to pass, instead of 
arresting him for violating the law. 

Tells of Citisens’ Complaints. 

“I have received letters of com- 
plaint from neighborhoods where 
women of questionable character 
were domiciled. I would turn each 
letter over to the Chief, he would 
turn it over to a Captain, the Captain 
would turn it over to a Sergeant, who 
in turn would turn it over to a police- 
man with the result that the woman 
complained of would have to move. 

“Why is it that citizens have to com- 
plain to the Police Board about these 
things when policemen are being paid 
a salary to find them out for them- 
selves and remedying them without 
waiting for citizens to complain? Why 
do not the police take the initiative in 
such matters? It is plainly their duty. 

“T have been informed time and again 
that there are lid clubs in St. Louis 
where persons can go and purchase 
drinks the same as they can in a regu- 
lariy lHeensed dramshop. Why are 
these places permitted to flourish? Po- 
lice raids on such clubs have been 
spasmodic and without permanent ef- 
fect and yet it is clearly up to the po- 
lice to put a stop to such law violation. 
Policemen are not earning their salaries 
by merely walking their beats and 
swinging their sticks. They shculd 
aunt violations of the law and act 
promptly. 

‘Traffic violations are left to the 
traffic squad, when every patrolman 
should constitute himself a‘traffic of- 
ficer and see that the law in this*re- 
spect is not violated on his beat.”’

| Saturday night and Sunday the po- 
lice raided between 50 and 60 clubs and 
arrested more than 200 men for suspect- 
ed violation of the liquor laws. The 
work continued Monday. The Sun-

WAR A BLESSING 
T0 THE RUSSIANS 


Are More Prosperous Than 
Before the Conflict. 


VODKA ELIMINATION HELPS 


Asserts Czar Has Arranged to 
Get $125,000,000 Each 
From England and France.

PETROGRAD, April 13.—The opinion is 
expressed by Pierre L. Bark, Russian 
Minister of Finance, that economically 
considered, the war has been a blessing 
to the people of this country. Discuss- 
ing the financial and social aspects of 
the conflict in an interview with the As- 
sociated Press yesterday, Minister Bark 
said: 

“Notwithstanding the depressing and 
Laralyizing effect of the war, the Rus- 

sian peasant class is more prosperous 
than at any previous time in the history 
of the country. It is not difficult to 
zecount for this unusual prosperity. By 
virtue of the allowance made by the 
Government to the families of the sol- 
diers, which exceeds the earning pow- 
er of the soldiers, the total income of 
these families is greater than in times

ef peace. Thus, instead of feeling any 
privation as the result of the absence 
of the men and the loss of their serv- 
ices, the people are beginning to regar‘l 
the war as a peculiar sort of god-sen 
which is putting money into their pock- 
ets.’’ 

“What about vodka?’’ 
the Minister. 

Vodka “Seive” Now Closed, 

“It is the prohibition of the sale of 
vodka which is primarily responsible 
for the ameliorated condition of the 
peasant,’’ he responded. “The seive 
through which al} the availatle earn- 
ings formerly disappeared has now been 
closed, and the money is spent for pres- 
ent necessities or saved for future 
wents. 

“It is not necessary to invent theo- 
‘ies to explain why the Russian peo- 
ple should be more prosperous for the 
actual fact is that this prosperity is 
everywhere noticeable. Before the war 
the average yearly savings deposited 
amounted to from 30,000,000 ‘to 40,000,00 
rubles ($15,000,000 to $20,000,000), while in 
January alone about 60,000,000 rubles ($30,- 
(10,000) was deposited.”’ 

“What about the crops”’ was the next 
question. 

“The farmers have been very fortu- 

nate in being compelled to hold. their 
supply of grain on account of the diffi- 
culties in transportation, for grain is 
now at the highest price of the year. 
There is every reason to believe the 
farmers will soOn be able to dispose of 
their grain in foreign markets, and ut 
a great advantage.”’ 
Discussing the conference in Paris of 
the .Finance Ministers of Russia. 
France and Great Britain for the consid- 
eration of financial problems arising 
from the war, Minister Bark said: “Ones 
result was the formulation of an agree- 
ment with our allies to pool all the ex- 
penses of the war. In accordance with 
this understanding, Russia is to draw 
upon ‘Great Britain and France for 
money expended in the war, while our 
allies are to call upon Russia for grain 
which they need. 

Russia in Need of Capital. 
“This.is an excellent arrangement for 
all concerned; for, while Russia has 
enormous resources, she is in need of 
immediate capital, and our allies, on the 
Other hand, have more capital than 
supplies. 

“T have already arranged a credit of 
625,000,000 francs ($125,000,000) in France 
($125,000,000) in En- 
slapd, which Russia is to use at any 
time the occasiun requires. We are on 
the point of making use of part of the 
French credit.’’ 

“ In response to a question regardins 
the recent increase of 30 per cent in 
the tariff, he said: 

“That is only a temporary affair, de- 
signed partly to make up for the loss 
in revenue from the vodka traffic. I 
do not believe that this temporary in- 
crease in the tariff will discourage for- 
eign trade with Russia. 

“In fact, Russia looks for a tremen- 
dous increase in her trade with the 
United States and her allies to replace 
the German trade existing before the 
war. I am not an authority as to what 
kind of trade treaties will be formed 
at the end of the war, but I am sure 
everything will be done to open the 
Russian market to these countries and 
not permit it to slip back to Germany. 

‘‘There is now a particular opportu- 
nity for the United States, for she, of 
all the countries to which we look tor 
trade, is not crippled by the war.” 

How Vodka Revenue Is Made Up. 

Minister Bark was asked what means 
were being employed to replace the rev- 
enues formerly derived from vodka. 

“The amount of'this revenue exceed- 
ed 900,000,000 rubles ($450,000,000),”" he re- 
plied. “This is being replaced in a 
diversity of ways, including a special 
war tax on railroad transportation.

AFFAIRS OF BANK THAT SUED | 
McADOO UNDER INQUIRY 


Department of Justice Investigating Alleged 
Irregularities.as Reported By Comptroller— 
Fued On For Two Years. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Poet-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—In answer 
to the suit filed against him, Secretary 
McAdoo and Treasurer Burke, by the 
Riggs National Bank, charging perse- 
cution, Comptroller of the ‘Currency 
John Skelton Williams has given ae 
a statement saying “recent investigda- 
tions of the bank’s affairs disclosed ir- 
regularities and unlawful practices on 
the part of certain officers of sufficiert 
importance to merit their reference to 
the Department of Justice.”’ That de- 
partment, he says, has engaged the 
services of Louis D. Brandeis of Boston 
as special counsel in the case. Th? 
Comptroller says the bank is solvent, 
and the interests of the depositors have 
been safeguarded by the actions of the 
Camptroller’s office. 

The suit of the bank filed yesterday 
is the culmination of a two years’ feud 
hetween the Riggs National, the largest 
financial institution in the capital, an‘ 
the Comptroller. Former Senator Bailey 
of Texas is attorney for the bank. 

The first public break between the 
bank and Secretary McAdoo came a 
few days after the Secretary took office. 
He found that a young woman clerk of 
the bank for several years had occu- 
pied a desk in the inner offices of the 
‘ireasury Department, and he requested 
her to vacate the premises forthwith. 
The bank officials said she had been 
placed there to facilitate the routine 
business between the department and 
the bank.» But gossip credited her with 
being the go-between through whont in- 
side information of the department 
reached the bgnk ‘even before the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. 

Charge $5000 Was Withheld. 

Charwing that in defiance of law and 
in violation of their official oaths, Sec- 
retary McAdoo, Comptroller Williams 
and Treasurer of the United States John 
Burke have been guilty of a system 
of persecution against it in order to 
rnin its financiai standing, the bank 
obtained a temporary injunction re- 
straining these officials from continuing 
their alleged unlawful practices against 
the institution. Under this order they 
will be restrained from paying {nto the 
treasury of the United States $5000 with- 
held from the Riggs National Bank, 
representing interest on Government 
bonds, as a fine assessed by the Comp- 
troller for failure to make certain re- 
ports. 

The bill sets forth that as a part of 
the plan to embarrass the institution, 
the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Comptroller of Currency withdrew §1,- 
20,000 of Government funds deposited 
in the bank. 

It is further charged that the Comp- 
troller called on the Riggs National 
Yank for special reports wholly imper- 
tinent and irrelevant to a full and com- 
plete knowledge of its condition, there- 
by imposing upon the officers and em- 
ployes a useless amount of work. It is 
also alleged that the Comptroller has, 
‘fin flagrant violation of law, assessed 
erormous penalties against the plain- 
tiff under the guise of exercising the 
authority conferred on the Comptroller 


Yof the Currency.’’ 


The bill goes on to state that on Dec. 
4, 1913, Secretary McAdoo summoned the 
officers of the bank to his office ay 
charged them with having inspired cer- 
tain articles which appeared in a New 
York newspaper bearing upon the mer- 
ger of the United States Trust Co. and 
the Munsey Trust Co. 

“The defendant, McAdoo,” the bill 
charges, “in the official office assigned 
to him as Secretary of the Treasury, 
arose from his chair and advanced men- 
acingly toward Milton E. Ailes, a vice 
president of the plaintiff bank, and in 
great anger shouted, with a blasphem- 
cus oath, ‘I will order you out of my 
office,’ and then turning to Charles C. 
Giover, president of the plaintiff bank, 
gaid to him, ‘Mr. Glover, you know 
what this means to the Riggs National 
ran.” “ 


Government Deposits Withdrawnt. 
The bill avers that in May, 1914, Sec- 


retary McAdoo arhitrarily eliminated 
the Riggs, Bank from its’ normal share 
of the Dist-ict of Columbia tax moneys 
deposited with the other national banks 
of this city. When President Glover 
asked for an explanation of the Secre- 
tary’s action in this matter, according 
to the bill, the Secretary replied that 
the Riggs Bank did a relatively small 
commercial business, and added: “It is 
my purpose to withdraw all Govern- 
ment funds from the Riggs National 
Bank.’’ 

The bill then recites tn detail how 
Messrs. McAdoo and Williams ‘“‘con- 
spired to ‘take away from the plaintiff 
bank the Panama Canal funds and did 
effect their withdrawal in the amount 
of $1,158,479 and thus effected the with- 
drawal of nearly $2,600.00 at ai time 
when all banks in the United States 
were making strenuous efforts to hus- 
band their resources.” 

A letter addressed to the Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency, dated March 3, 
1915, and signed by Charles C. Glover, 
president; M. HB. Ailes and William Fia- 
ther, vice presidents, and made public 
by the pfficials of the bank, contains 
this passage: 

“You kept the regular Bank Exam- 
iner for this district, with an assist- 
ant, employed, in an eamintaion of it 
from Noy. 13, 1914, to Jan. 16, 1915: 
and when that unprecedented examina- 
tion disclosed nothing which would sup- 
port your attack, you brought an Ex- 
aminer from another district, and or. 
dered him, in co-operation with your 
regular Examiner, to conduct a special 
examination of our officers, under oath.” 

In a statement issued by the officers 
of the bank they bave this to say: “Th 
break between the bank and the Comp- 
troller of the Currency is not over the 
condition of the bank or any matter 
affecting its assets or obligations. The 
solvency of the institution is beyond al! 
question. Its capital of $1,000,000 is 
backed up by a surplus of $2,000,000, an. 
both capital and surplus are absolute'y 
unimpaired.”” 

Brandeis Made Investigation, 

Replying to the charges, Comptroller 
of the Currency Williams made the fol- 


lowing statement, which represents the 
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Views of the Secretary of the Treasury 
in the case: 

“The recent investigations of the af- 
fairs of the Riggs National Bank dis- 
closed irregularities and unlawful prac- 
tices on the part of certain officers of 
sufficient importance to merit their ref- 
erehce to the Department of Justice, 
and that department engaged the ‘serv- 
ices of Louis D. Brandeis of Boston 
sGime weeks ago as special counsel in 
the case. It is consistent with the at- 
titude of those officers to attempt py 
unwarranted and untrue statements to 
place themselves and the bank in a 


} Position of martyrdom at the hands of 


the administration. Since the officers 
in question have had the temerity to 
submit this matter to the Court, this 
office is prepared to show a condition 
of affairs in the management of this 
institution which fully warranted the 
action taken by this office. The bank is 
solvent. The interests of the deposit- 
ors have been safeguarded by the ac- 
tions of the Comptroller's office, but if 
the methods and practices complained 
of had been permitted to continue, the 
results would have been serious. 

The Comptroller made public a letter 
addressed by him to the Riggs Bank 
July 22, 1914, part of which follows: 

‘You are hereby admonished that this 
office strongly disapproves of the pol- 
icy and practices of having the prest- 
dent, vice president and cashier of a 
national ‘bank conduct a brokerage 
shop, or business, within and as a part 
of the business of the national bank, 
buying and selling speculative and 
‘wild cat’ stocks and other securities 
on commissfon and using the bank a3 
the agency for carrying, on margin. 
stocks and other securities thus bought 
and sold and dealt in. The books of 
your bank show that large sums of 
money are being loaned on speculative 
securities to the officers of your bank 
and to its clerks.and employes in the 
speculations.”’ 

The Riggs National Bank is the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the National 


City Bank of New York, controlled by 
the Standard Oil Co. Frank A. Van- 
derlip, president of the National City 
Bank, is also a director in the Riggs 
National Bank. : 


Opposed Williams for 
; Comptroller. 

NEW YORK, April 13.—There was fee!l- 
ing between Skelton Williams and vari- 
ous Wall street bankers long before he 
became Comptroller. It originated in the 
contest for ‘control of the Seaboard Air 
Line, which ended with Williams’ de- 
feat. It was Mr. Ailes, an officer in 
the Riggs National Bank, who took Wii- 
liams’ place as a director. His confirma- 
tion as Comptroller of the Currency was 
opposed and ‘there’ was also criticism of

the deposit of $1,000,000 by the 
Treasury Department in the Mun- 
sey Trust Co. of Washington, and 


it was the opinion of some finan- 
ciers that it was illegal to deposit Gov- 
ernment money in other than a national 
bank. It was the publication in a New 
York newspaper of a story impliying a 
personal interest in this transaction on 
the part of John Skelton Williams and 
his brother, R. Lancester Williams, that 
led to one of the stormy altercations 
mentioned in the Washington suit. 

In the preparation of the Federal re-

serve act, New York bankers felt them- 
selves slighted. 

In making deposits of Government 
money, McAdoo emphasized the point 
that he intended to place money in banks 
in the crop sections, where it was need- 
ed to bring products to market, rather 
than in Wall street banks, where it 
might be used in the call money market.

Other relatives are Mrs. Nel- 
son’s sister, Miss Eva Nelson. and Mrs. 
H. W. Bond of Fort Wayne, Ind., and 
a niece, Miss Laura McCurdy of Bloom- 
ington, Il. 

Once Bridge Contractor. 

Although Nelson did not’ enter 
the newspaper business until he was 
nearly 40° years old, he brought to it 
such originality, ability and energy 
that he built: up one of the greatest 
newspapers of the country. 

Mr, Nelson was born in Fort Wayne, 
Ind., March 7, 1841. He came of two 
centuries of American ancestors. His 
maternal grandfather, William Rock- 
hill, settled in Indiana when that 
State was a wilderness in 1819, and 
was the first farmer in America to 
plant 1000 acres o€ corn. His father, 
Isaac DeGroff Nelson, was identified 
with the upbuilding of the State an 
took an active hand in its political 
life. 

William Rockhill Nelson was edv- 
eated at Notre Dame University. After

cotton growing in Georgia, just after 
the war, he returned to Indiana and 
became a general contractor. He en- 
gaged in the building of roads, pave- 
ments and bridges, and was associ- 
ated in a contract for the construc- 
tion/ of the Southern TDllinois State 
penitentiary. 

Was Tilden’s Campaign Manager. 

Intense admiration for the reform 
work of Samuel J. ‘Tilden brought 
him into contact with that Democrat 
and when 34 years old he i. Obe- 
came Tildén’s Indiana campaign man- 
ager. His interest in political leader- 
made him turn to newspaper 
as the best way to influence 
in the mass. He bought an in- 
terest in the Fort Wayne Sentinel 
and a business reverse determined 
him to devote all his time to jour- 
nalism, 

He soon became convinced that the 
opportunities in Fort Wayne were too 
small, and after looking the field over, 
he decided on Kansas City as the most 
rromising city of thercountry. He per- 
suaded his Fort Wayne partner, Samuel 
E. Morss, te make Ahe venture with 
him. They sold their Fort Wayne in- 
terests, went to Kansas City and start- 
ed the Evening Star as a little four- 
page afternoon newspaper, on Sept. 18, 
1880. Morss withdrew from ‘the en- 
terprise after a few months on account 
of ill health and Nelson continued 
as sole owner and editor-in-chief. 

Essentially a builder, he took an in- 
tense interest in the development of the 
city. Almost from the first issue the 
Star urged the necessity of paving the 
Streets, of getting a park system, of 
building attractive houses, of planting 
shrubbery. and _ trees. Nelson  him- 
self had the trees set along the first 
Kansas City boulevard. He was con- 
stantly instigating movements for city 
betterment. 

Built Many Houses. 

One of his achievements was the resi- 
dence district which he laid out near 
his home as an example of what cou:d 
be done toward city beautification. He 
built nearly a hundred modest houses 
along roads which he lined with stone 
walls covered with honeysuckles and 
crimson ramblers. He was intensely in- 
terested in fine pictures and he made a 
collection of reproductions of European 
masterpieces done by the best artists 
who could be found, which he gave to 
Kansas City. 

In politics he was, as he often said, 
“independent but never neutral.” But 
he would never consider any elective or 
appointive position. Early in President 
Taft's administration the suggestion 
was made in newspaper reports that he 
might be appointed Ambassador to 
France. He commented editorially as 
follows: “‘The editor of the Star is 
amply occupied, sustained and satisfied 
with his present job. He regards him- 
self as holding a place of greater re- 
sponsibility and usefulness than any 
within the gift of the President, or the 
electorate. Not only has he never been 
a candidate, active or receptive, for anv 
office, but he never has asked for the 
appointment of anyone else.” 

In 1881 Mr. Nelson married Miss Ida 
Houston. Their one child, a daughter, 
Mrs. Irwin R,. Kirkwood, lives in Kan- 
sas City. ;

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WILLIAM ROCKHILL NELSON. 

It was characteristic of William Rockhill Nel- 
son, editor and owner of the Kansas City Star, 
who died Tuesday morning, thac his last counsel 
in. his last conference with his office associates 
touched upon public service which he wanted his 
newspaper to do. Urging the necessity of keeping 
up the fight for honest elections, he is quoted as 
saying: 

That is fundamental for democratic Govern- 
ment. I may not be here to see the fight won. 
But the Star will fight on with all its re- 
sources until the present rotten system is 
broken down. 

It was through work of this sort—persistent, in- 


telligent, courageous, aggressive work in the serv- 
ice of the people—that Mr. Nelson made the Star 
strong in popular confidence and support and a 
great power for good in its field. This was the 
foundation of its success. 

Entering journalism late in life, he had the 
wisdom early in his careef to understand that the 
fundamentals of good journalism were accuracy, 
sincerity, fearlessness and independence. He had 
the courage and force to put his principles into 
practice. As a result the Star has wielded great 
influence and has reaped rich rewards. But neith- 
er wealth nor the temptations of ease drew Col. 
Nelson from his enthusiastic interest in his news- 
paper and its work. He retained personal direc- 
tion as long as his strength permitted. 

Realizing that a newspaper can do its most ef- 
fective work in its own community, Col. Nelson di- 
rected the power of the Star to the developing of 
Kansas City. “It has grown with the growth of 
the city. It has expressed the community’s aspi- 
rations and has been in large measure the instru- 


ion in support of progress and improvement. Kan- 
sas City is adorned with monuments of the Star’s 
public service, under the inspiration of Col. Nel- 
son. 2 

Conservative in his views, Col. Nelson resisted 
the temptation to ‘yield to modern methods of 
journalism, but while retaining thé old forms his 
newspaper exemplified their good qualities. It 
was always accurate and thorough, always inter- 
esting, always broad and progressive. The balance 
was heavily on the credit side. 

The esteem and affection of his associates testi- 
fy to the personal qualities of the man, but his 
enduring memorials are a great newspaper and 
the service it has performed. 
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THE 116 AT TERRE HAUTE. 

The maximum penalty imposed on the Terra 
Haute election fixers was that given Mayor D. 
M. Roberts, six years in the penitentiary and 
$2000 fine. ‘The Mayor was described as the 
“arch conspirator” by Judge Anderson. , 
The Circuit Judge and the Sheriff were sen- 
tenced to serve five years and pay a fine of $1000 
each. The City Judge and several heads of 
municipal departments were given three years 
and $500 fine. Would Judges and Sheriff ever, 
have been punished but for Federal help? The 
minimum sentence was six months in the county 
jail and $10 fine. 

Thus, these trials, which directed a national 
attention to a condition in Terre Haute differ- 
ing only in degree from that in not a few other 
and larger cities, are having a very satisfactory 
ending. The merit of the appeals taken depends on 
the technical wording of the law, but from the 
broader standpoint of public policy these prosecu- 
tions are enthusiastically to be approved. The 
general Government now undertakes to enforce 
standards of personal conduct by prosecutions 
under the Mann act for offenses against indi- 
viduals. How much. less violence to tradition is 
done by Federal punishment for election crimes, 
which are an offense against the entire body 
politic, against democracy itself. 

The affirmation of these richly deserved sen- 
tences would: strike terror to crooked bosses and 
election workers everywhere.
